few people conil have been prepared for any, 
" more glaring exhibition of the evils atteridant 
upon this systcn of allowing one mun to hold 
several dissiwilar and often incompatible 
positions. Dubin Hongkoug, it appears, we 
must be prepared for anything : if not, we 
shall certainly bave a fair share of most 
agitating surprises. It is the successor of 
Judge Bax in'the ‘post of Acting Attoriey- 
General who row appears in the thres-fold 
character of Judge, Attorney-General, and 
private counsel, So far the resemblance be- 
tween the two cases ix perfect, but it does 
uot last long. Mr. Bax1's judicial office did 
uot directly affect his action in the caso-in 
which he appeared in tho two conflicting 
characters of Attorney-General (read Grand 
Jury) and provecuting counsel,“ The objec. 
tions to the union of the judicial office with 
the position ofpleader were great, but beyond 
the principle, lis judgeship was not an ele- 
ment in thy ase, In Mr. Haynnat’a case 
there is a happy union and blending of all the 
evils that are ever likely to spring from tho fact 
of one man’s holding’ three such positious 
as those we havespecified.
